His Lordship made 
a decree nisi for a divorce. 


The trial of Mary Eleanor Wheeler, alias 
Pearcey, for the murder of Mrs. Hogg and her infant 
daughter, commenced last Monday at the Central 
Criminal Court. Judge and prisoner are sketched 
by a P.I.P. Artist. Mr. Forrest Fulton opened the 
case for the Crown. He referred to the intimacy 
which had long existed between the prisoner and 
the husband of the murdered woman, and read several 
letters in proof of it, while one of the lettersindicated 
(counsel claimed, though Mr. Hogg denied it) that 
Mr. Hogg was contemplating suicide. After narrat- 
ing the circumstances preceding the murder, and 
suggesting that the prisoner might have struck Mrs. 
Hogg with a poker, and then severed her head from 
the body, at 2, Priory-street, the learned counsel 
called witnesses for the prosecution. Among them 
were John C. Pearcey, who for some time had lived 
with the prisoner; Martha Styles, sister of the 
deceased woman; Frank S. Hogg, her husband, who 
underwent a lengthy examination and cross-examin- 
ation; Clara Hogg, his sister; and Sarah Butler, 
who lived at the house where the murder of the 
woman is supposed to have taken place. When 
Eleanor Wheeler entered the dock on Tuesday she 
presented the same imperturbability of countenance 
as before. Her head was uncovered, and her brown 
hair rolled upwards from the narrow forehead. She 
wore the brown cloak, as before, and her hands were 
not gloved. Ав the network of evidence was drawn 
skilfully round her (thanks to the remarkable 
promptitude and acumen shown throughout by the 
Police), if was impossible to remain in doubt as to 
the fate of Mrs. Pearcey. 


Benevolent ladies who have the welfare of their 
sex at heart should start an agency for governesses 
and young girls generally. A well-conducted agency 
of this kind would save many girls from the disgrace 
and perils which an estimable young English lady 
narrowly escaped recently in Paris. Нег pitiful case 
was heard at the Old Bailey last Saturday, and may 
serve as a warning to others just beginning life.

tures of ‘‘ Wilson." Eugénie Rouiller was found 
guilty and recommended to mercy, but on the appli- 
cation of Mr. C. Mathews, who prosecuted, sentence 
was postponed, to enable her, if she chose, to give 
information to the authorities as to other cases.
